An enthusiaad| 
tic boxing tournament took place last month. A very successful Field Day

We were pleased to welcome to dinner at the close of the Athletic 
year the Fathers of our students. The Father and Son Banquet is now an 


established custom at the College. 

We feel justly proud of the results of an extensive and accurate 
review made during the year, of our College graduates for the ten year 
period, 1930-40. This review was based upon transcripts of marks 
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obtained from the Universities our graduates attended. During the ten 
year period, thirteen entered Diocesan Seminaries and eighteen joined 
religious orders. In the major University courses, we have the following 
results: 

In the Faculty of Law, twenty-six received their degrees, two 
are still pursuing their studies and five failed. In this Faculty, 
notable honours were won by seven of our graduates. 

In the Faculty of Medicine, seventeen finished their course, ten 
are still engaged in their medical work; there was not a single failure. 
And in this Faculty special honours were won by six of our graduates, 

In the Faculty of Science and Engineering, ten received their 
degrees, six are completing their course; five failed and discontinued. 
Special honours were conferred on eight of our graduates. 

In Dentistry, three finished and two are successfully continuing. 
In this Faculty, one of our graduates obtained signal honours. 

In Commerce, nine entered at McGill and other Universities. Seven 
obtained their degrees. One is still in course and one failed. 

It was established that during the 10 year period 1950-40, of all 
our graduates who went on for University studies 90.6% have been success-~ 
ful. In other word 9 out of every 10 successfully completed their post- 
craduate courses. Without doubt this is a remarkably hich percentage. 

At McGill University this vear three of our sraduates completed 
courses in engineering, law and medicine: we cffer them our concratu- 
lations. Gerald Johnson won a research fellow-ship, a scholarship, 


honours and was first in metallurgical engineering. Brock Clarke won 
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first class honours and a gold medal in Civil Law. Gerald Lippert 
graduated in medicine with high credits. 

Results of our old boys in other universities have not yet been 
received. 

Wie should like to take this opportunity to express our tkanks to 
our many benefactors and to those who continue faithfully to subscribe 
to the Maintenance Fund. Through their generosity, for Loyola has no 
endowment other than the free servicesefg its Faculty, the College has 
been able to continue its work, and to offer facilities for higher 
education to many who could not otherwise afford it. 

And now a final word to those young men whose Collese career 
is being crowned this evening. Our fondest wishes and prayers are 
yours as you leave Loyola. May you be ever faithful to the high 
ideals with which we have endeavoured to inspire you. 

We know well enough the dangers and uncertainties that lie 
ahead in this time of crisis, but we have confidence in you. 

May you stand before the world as Catholic men of whom your 
teachers and your College may always be proud.
